Rapist who 
attacked 
with knife 
sent down 


Aman who raped a woman at 
knifepoint in her home has 
been jailed for nine years. 

David Hepburn, 50, of 
Sutton, threatened to kill 
the woman at her house in 
Epsom before slicing her leg 
with a knife and sexually as- 
saulting her. 

He raped the victim twice 
and warned he would kill her 
if she did not comply. 

During a five-day trial at 
Guilford Crown Court, Hep- 
burn claimed his victim had 
tried to blackmail him. 

But a jury took just an 
hour of deliberations to re- 
turn unanimous guilty ver- 
dicts on two charges of rape, 
two count of sexual assault, 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm and threats to kill. 

Hepburn, of no fixed ad- 
dress, was jailed on Thurs- 
day. 

Detective Constable Mar- 
lon Nolan, of Surrey Police’s 
sexual offences investigation 
team, said: “This was a long 
and protracted investigation 
which required immense 
bravery from the victim to 
even come forward and re- 
port what had happened to 
her. 


Hundreds of people pack church for the funeral of Dominic Bernard 


Mum ‘looking for forgiveness’ 
as murdered son laid to rest

THE mother of an aspir- 
ing-film maker from Epsom 
who was murdered in Guy- 
ana told a packed church of 
family and friends at a cele- 
bration of her son’s life that 
she is ‘looking for forgive- 
ness’ for his killers. 

Mourners’ were _ spill- 
ing out into the aisles at St 
Paul’s Church in Northey 
Avenue, Cheam, on Saturday 
at what the Reverend Mar- 
tin Wainwright described 
as a ‘long-awaited, but nev- 
er-wanted’ funeral. 

Dominic Bernard, 18, was 
murdered shortly after ar- 
riving in south America in 
October 2015 after travelling 
there to stay with family to 
learn about his heritage and 
pursue his dream of becom- 
ing a film-maker. 

His mother Linda Bernard 
said her Christian faith al- 
lowed her to stand before 
more than 300 of Dominic’s 
friends and family, as well as 
representatives from Surrey 
Police and the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, to pay

Ian Hughes, Reverend at 
St Mary’s in Burgh Heath, 
described Dominic as a ‘crea- 
tive young man with a great 
future ahead of him’. 

Dominic went to Downsend 
School in Leatherhead, and 
then Ewell Castle School in 
Ewell, where he regularly 
played rugby for the school’s 
teams. 

He developed a passion for 
film-making and he travelled 
to Guyana on October 14 to 
pursue his dream. 

Dominic disappeared 
shortly after arriving and 
his body was found in a shal- 
low grave on Friday, January 
8, close to the area he was 
scheduled to stay in. 

After an agonising four- 
month wait for DNA tests to 
confirm the body belonged to 
Mr Bernard, his parents flew 
out to Guyana to bring their 
son home earlier this month. 

Dominic’s godbrother, Aar- 
on Hing, 22, and 23-year-old 
Staymon George have been 
charged with murder.

ollege governors left 
in dark for £175kK deal

A CONSULTANCY firm run by 
the husband of the highest paid 
further education principal in 
the country was paid more than 
£175,000 by her college without 
the institute’s governors’ knowl- 
edge for 18 months. 

Sunaina Mann, principal and 
CEO of Nescot College in Rei- 
gate Road, Ewell had her salary 
more than double to £363,000 last 
year despite other teaching staff 
having their pay frozen, accord- 
ing to financial data released by 
government body, the Education 
Funding Agency (EFA). 

This week it emerged that Mrs 
Mann’s husband Jaswinder Sin- 
gh Mann’s firm Point Nemo Ltd, 
employed as a consultant on the 
college’s partnership with the 
Jeddah Female College in Saudi 
Arabia, was paid £177,000 over 
the last two years. 

Even though Mr Mann, sole 
director of Point Nemo Ltd, 
signed his first contract with the 
college in September 2014, Ne- 
scot’s governors were not aware 
of his role until a board meeting 
on March 18 this year. 

Payments of £71,000 in 2014 
and £106,000 in 2015 were made 
to the consultancy firm, say Ne- 
scot’s financial statements for 
the year to July 31, 2015. 

Point Nemo is listed as “under 
the control of the principal and 
chief executive’s husband” for 
“consultancy in the role of Ne- 
scot Consortium Limited (NCL) 
Vice Dean MIS and Funding”.

The auditors wrote: “Ade- 
quate controls are needed to 
ensure the accurate capture of 
related party transactions and a 
comprehensive register of inter- 
ests should be maintained and 


updated throughout the year.” 

In a_ statement, a Nescot 
spokesperson said: “The con- 
tract between NCL and Mrs 
Mann’s husband is regulated by 
the NCL Financial Regulations. 

“Mr Mann’s contracts were 
signed by a director of NCL, who 
is not an employee of Nescot.” 

It emerged in March that Mrs 
Mann received a pay rise in the 
2014-15 financial year. In March 
Nescot confirmed to the Ep- 
som Guardian that Mrs Mann 
received £363,000 — up from 
£235,000 including allowances 
the previous year. 

A University and Colleges 
Union spokeswoman said that 
staff had received pay freezes or 
lower than inflation pay rises for 
the past six years.

Care home criticised 
for lung disease risks

ELDERLY residents of a Leath- 
erhead care home were at risk 
of serious lung infection and 
some residents “did not feel lis- 
tened to and valued,” according 
to areport by a health watchdog. 

Milner House Care Home in 
Ermyn Way, Leatherhead, had 
its safety branded “inadequate” 
by the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) and was said to “require 
improvement” in other areas. 

Care UK, which runs the 
home, insist that by the time 
of the report’s publication last 
month, they had dedicated “two 
very experienced managers” to 
work with staff to address is- 
sues raised by the CQC. 

They have apologised to fami- 
lies for shortcomings in care. 

The home’s water supply test- 
ed positive for Legionella, the 
bacteria which causes Legion- 
naire’s Disease, a lung infection 
characterised by flu-like symp- 
toms, in November 2015. 

When CQC inspectors carried 
out an inspection in February, 
they found that controls to re-

duce the risk of the disease “had 
not been managed effectively”. 

Care UK insist that by April 
all their showers and taps were 
free from Legionella. 

Inspectors also learned that 
the home’s 40 residents had fall- 
en 61 times in the previous year. 

The care home said that many 
falls occurred when staff “were 
at their busiest”, says the CQC 
report published in April. 

Residents also told inspectors 
that although “staff had never 
physically harmed them”, some 
staff “did not provide personal 
care ina timely way”. 

Although “most people had a 
choice about their food”, accord-

The CQC also found that there 
were “limited opportunities” for 
people who felt nervous to air 
grievances. 

The watchdog said that “these 
people did not feel listened to 
and valued”. 

Michelle Sampang of Care UK 
said: “Team members have al- 
ready taken part in training and 
we are overhauling the planning 
of care to make sure that things 
like people’s food preferences 
are properly captured. 

“IT am personally overseeing 
this work and I can see that 
things are already improving. 

“We have kept residents and 
their families up-to-date with 
what is happening and we have 
apologised for shortcomings.

Former teacher gets 17 years for indecently assaulting boys 


Sex offender guilty of 
abusing boys is jailed

A FORMER teacher who abused 
and assaulted four boys during 
the 1970s and 80s before trying 
to cover up the abuse has been 
sentenced to 17 years in prison. 

Philip Batten, 70, a former 
teacher at the Royal Alexandra 
and Albert School in Reigate, 
was found guilty of 42 charges 
including gross indecency, child 
cruelty, buggery and indecently 
assaulting a child, at Guildford 
Crown Court on Tuesday, May 
Lie 

Batten, who now lives in 
Taunton, Somerset, was found 
guilty of indecently assaulting 
three boys. 

The offences predominantly 
took place at his former home in 
Reigate. 

He was also convicted of child 
cruelty against a fourth boy, who 
was one of his pupils. 

Batten violently assaulted the 
boy when he was 11 or 12. 

He then took steps to conceal 
the assault and the injuries the 
boy had sustained from other

pupils and teachers. 

Batten was sentenced to 17 
years in prison on Thursday, 
May 19. 

Investigating officer Detec- 
tive Constable James Chapman, 
from the Surrey Police Complex 
Abuse Unit, said: “These offenc- 
es have had a lasting effect on 
those involved, with some of 
the victims only disclosing the 


offences for the first time in re- 
cent years, keeping the crimes 
to themselves and going through 
years of turmoil. 

“Although those involved in 
these horrendous crimes have 
now spoken with their loved 
ones and police, the judicial pro- 
cess has brought back haunting 
memories, some of which they 
had put out of their minds for 
many years. 

“The sentence handed to Bat- 
ten will never undo the appall- 
ing offences he committed but I 
hope it will go some way to bring 
a form of closure to those he 
abused and allow them to move 
on with their lives.” 

Detective Inspector Richard 
Haycock from the Surrey Police 
Complex Abuse Unit, said: “The 
Surrey Police Complex Abuse 
Unit is designed to thorough- 
ly investigate offences such as 
those Batten committed. Offenc- 
es which can be multifaceted, 
lengthy and require expertise 
are investigated by this dedicat- 
ed unit.”

Prison set to be ‘trailblazer’ 
for new Government plans

HIGH Down Prison will be 
among the first prisons in 
the country to become auton- 
omous reform prisons un- 
der plans announced by the 
Government in the Queen’s 
Speech. 

The Banstead prison will 
be a “trailblazer” site for the 
proposals, with prison gov- 
ernors getting new freedoms 
including legal and financial 
freedoms, it was announced 
on Wednesday, May 18. 

Governors will be able 
to decide how the prison 
budget is spent, whether to 
opt-out of national contracts 
and given operational free- 
doms over education, prison 
regime, family visits, and 
partnerships to provide pris- 
on work and rehabilitation 
services. 

The Government an- 
nouncement promises a 
transparency regime to hold 
governors to account, with

comparable statistics to be 
published for each prison 
on reoffending, employment 
rates on release, and vio- 
lence and self-harm. 

The other prisons are 
HMP Wandsworth, HMP 
Holme House, HMP Kirklev- 
ington Grange, HMP Cold- 
ingley and HMP Ranby. 

The Government said the 
reforms further its commit- 


ment to public protection by 
cutting reoffending. 

Further legislation will 
allow prisons to be “estab- 
lished as independent legal 
entities”, so they can enter 
contracts, generate and re- 
tain their own incomes and 
establish their own boards. 

Frances Crook, chief exec- 
utive of the Howard League 
for Penal Reform, said: 


“There is no public service 
in such disarray as the pris- 
ons, and the rising number 
of assaults, deaths by sui- 
cide, and incidents of self-in- 
jury show that the need for 
change is urgent.” 

Prison building renova- 
tion is to be funded by £1.3 
billion announced in the 
spending review. 


Fears over 
adult care 
services 


THE chief executive of a 
disabled rights group fears 
changes to adult social care 
service fees across Surrey 
will restrict what the “poor- 
est in our society” can do. 

Surrey County Council 
provides adult social care 
services for people in need 
of practical support due to 
illness, disability, old age or 
low income. 

The council launched a 
consultation last month on 
its charging policy for the 
services and said increasing 
charges would be necessary 
to maintain the services it 
provides, as it expected to be 
spending an extra £20million 
on adult social care a year by 
2020. 

Carol Pearson, chief exec- 
utive at Surrey Coalition of 
Disabled People said: “We 
know the council is in a very, 
very difficult financial po- 
sition, but to save so much 
money from so few people 
seems really difficult.” 

A county council spokes- 
man said: “These changes 
will also only affect a minori- 
ty of people and the majority 
of those living at home will 
continue to receive support.”

Merger plans 


WE would like to respond to 
your recent correspondence 
concerning the Wells Centre 
(Anger at service merger plans, 
December 10). 

There are in fact two separate 
strands to the decision. 

Firstly, the relocation of the 
social centre to a single central 
location in the borough and 
secondly the redevelopment 
phase. 

Firstly, these are challenging 
times and with a need for the 
council to find in excess of £3 
million of savings by 2019/2020, 
all options were scrutinised. 

The subsidy per adult 
attending the Wells social 
centre was £362 per year, with 
dwindling attendees and 48 
members living outside the 
borough. 

Regrettably, such a subsidy 
was not sustainable and by 
consolidating at a single adult 
social centre, a saving in excess 
of £100,000 a year is achieved. 

In addition, £70,000 will be 
invested to improve and expand 
the current facilities at that 
single centre. 

Users of the Wells Centre 
have taken advantage of the 
change of venue and new 
members have joined. 

Secondly, with reference 
to use of the Wells Centre by 
hirers, they have been told that 
the facility will remain open 
until December. 

The site will be redeveloped 
for much-needed housing,

Guardian on May 5, (Residents 
raise concerns over four-storey 
hotel plan, May 5) but it was a 
pity you misquoted our views 
on the new application to 

build a hotel on the site of the 
Comrades’ Club in The Parade. 

You quite correctly reported 
that the previous application 
to build a 77-bedroom hotel was 
rejected as “out of keeping with 
the character and context of the 
surrounding area”. 

We had objected on similar 
grounds and had said the 
application should be refused, 
which it was. What you did not 
say in your report was that this 
decision was appealed and the 
planning inspector regrettably 
took the opposite view. 

He would have granted 
planning permission but for 
the fact that a legal document 
had not been completed by the 


applicant. 

The present application is 
similar to the early one and we 
remain of the same opinion that 
the height, bulk and appearance 
of the proposed hotel is not 
suitable in this location.

Croydon rap duo Krept 
and Konan have had a 
jammoth couple of years that 
started with a record-breaking 
ixtape in 2013 and led to a star- 
studded sell-out show at Brixton 
Academy earlier this year. 

In between the two, 26-year-olds 
Casyo ‘Krept’ Johnson and Karl 
‘Konan’ Wilson released number two 
charting album The Long Way Home 
last summer and have won a hatful 
of awards. And they’re not the only 
south London locals to be lighting up 
the airwaves. 

Among their contemporaries making 
moves are Stormzy, Section Boyz, 
Loyle Carner, Raye and even more 
established acts such as Lianne La 
Havas and Tinie Tempah. 
Refreshingly, the artists are 
helping each other by supporting 
them in public and appearing on 
their tracks and at their shows. 
Konan told us: “We’re all 
here because we all love 
music, we all have this 
goal to be artists so | 
feel like we’ve got to 
celebrate it and keep 
each other going. 

“When | first started 
doing music, my 
mother told me it’s 
luck — not everybody 
makes it. 

“The fact that we’re 
here and I’m seeing 
my friends come up and 
people from my area and 
people from another area 
and we are all actually here, 
we have all made it, we have to 
support each other.” 

That spirit of collaboration is 
something which is clear throughout 
Krept and Konan’s album, which 
featured songs with Rick Ross, 
Skepta, Ed Sheeran, Emeli Sande and 
Wiz Khalifa among others. 

As well as working with big names, 
Krept and Konan are also helping 
young people get ahead. Earlier 

this year they launched their Positive 
Direction Foundation with backing 
from Croydon Council to 
nurture talent. 
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Karl Wilson — one half of rap duo Krept 
and Konan — talks to JIM PALMER 
about their rise to fame ahead of an 
appearance at the Reading Festival... 


Konan said: “We’re trying to 
help them now and give them more 
Knowledge about how the industry 
works and help them craft their talent 
and perfect it quicker than we did.” 

It is an understandable goal for the 
pair for whom success did not come 
overnight — not that they would have it 
any other way now. 

Konan said: “We have covered every 
ground so, no matter what happens, 
we know how to start again.” 

Their breakthrough came in 2013 
with the release of the mixtape Young 
Kingz, which shot into the top 20 and 
broke the world record for the highest 
charting record for an unsigned act. 

Konan said: “That was one of the 
most surreal moments of doing music. 

“To this day, | feel like that was so 
unexpected. Our backs were against 
the wall and we thought ‘if this 
doesn’t work, we don’t know what 
the hell we’re going to do’. 

“Forget everything — we’re just 
going to put this thing out and what 
happens, happens.” 

From that release, things have 
moved more swiftly. The pair signed 
a deal with Virgin EMI, won a load of 
awards, released their full debut album 
The Long Way Home last summer and 
went on a tour which culminated in a 
sell-out south London homecoming at 
Brixton Academy in April where guests 
on stage included Craig David and 
Emeli Sande. 

Konan said: “To go from (the 
smaller) Shepherd’s Bush Empire 
to Brixton in the short space of time 
that we did. without really putting out 
anything. was sick. 

“It was an accomplishment for us to 
do that to be a part of grime and UK 
hip hop acts that have sold out Brixton 
Academy. We brought out Craig David 
and he said ‘I haven’t done Brixton 
Academy yet’.” 

Things continue apace this summer, 
with a string of festival gigs including 
Reading in August. 

Konan told us: “We've done it two 
years in a row so | know it’s going to 
be crazy.”

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Following on from Disney’s 2010 
Alice in Wonderland, the gang 
are back together in a colourful 
film that fails to fully hit the spot. 

Anyone who has read Lewis 
Carroll’s 1871 novel will soon re- 
alise this is not an adaptation of 
that book. Indeed, Tim Burton’s 
2010 film plundered so much of 
it - TWweedledum and Tweedledee, 
the White Queen, the Jabber- 
wocky, the Bandersnatch - that 
it would be virtually impossible. 

Instead of Carroll’s fantastical 
backwards looking glass-world, 
we have a less imaginative, more 
straightforward quest-based 
narrative that’s firmly in sequel 
territory. 

This Through the Looking Glass 
sees Alice (Mia Wasikowska) go 
through a magical mirror back 
to Wonderland where the Mad 
Hatter (Johnny Depp) is unwell. 
To save him, she must go back in 
time to find out what happened 
to his family, who were presumed 
killed by the Jabberwocky. 

While there is an absence

of mind-warping absurdity § 
and magic, Muppets director 
James Bobin crafts a_ sturdi- 
ly entertaining movie. It may 
lack in Lewis Carroll-style 
flair but this version still looks 
attractive and there are fleeting 
moments of imagination. 

But with a dearth of captivat- 
ing new characters, we largely 
get the old ones reheated and 
with wonder-destroying backsto- 
ries. It is, however, compensated 
for by Sacha Baron Cohen’s Time. 

Director Bobin created both 
Ali G and Borat with Cohen so 
it is not surprising that togeth- 
er they have crafted the latter’s 
best character and performance 
in years. 

An original invention yet one of 
the truest Carroll-like characters 
in the film, he is the embodiment 
of time itself and a classic film 
baddie. If only there had been 
more of that magic sprinkled 
throughout.

Disappointing start: Epsom 
athlete Shona Richards 


Richards 
slams her 
own show 


EPSOM’S hurdling star 
Shona Richards did not pull 
any punches when it came 
to criticising her first race 
of the outdoor season, writes 
Ziad Chaudry. 

The 20-year-old was in 
action at the IAAF World 
Challenge last week in 
Ostrava in the Czech 
Republic. 

In front of a near capacity 
crowd at the Mestsky 
stadium, Richards clocked 
59.08secs over the 400m 
hurdles. 

She was more than 
three seconds down on her 
personal best of 56.05secs 
recorded at last year’s 
U23 European Athletics 
Championships, and it was 
only good enough for last 
place on Friday. 

Poland’s current World 
University Games champion 
Joanna Linkiewicz overtook 
2014 Commonwealth Games 
gold medallist Kaliese 
Spencer of Jamaica and 
home favourite Zuzana 
Hejnova in the closing stages 
to cross the line first in 
55.40secs, while Richards 
was left trailing metres 
behind. 

Richards, a former world 
junior silver medallist 
and Epsom & Ewell sports 
personality of the year in 
2014, said: “It was shocking. 

“It was not a good race at 
all, that was not acceptable 
at all.
